ence to men as p ilots. In addition 
the British air m inistry has ruled 
th a t when a woman holds a license 
to carry air p assengers she will 
have to undergo a medical exam ­ 
ination every three m onths, instead 
of every six. as men do. 
Object Two-Fold. 
In effect ,the objection of the 
leading air comp anies to women as 
p ilots is two-fold. Firstly, th a t they 
do not tru.st the nerve of a woman 
in an emergency, and second, th at 
airp lane p assengers p lace no trust 
in a woman where liuinan life is 
at .stake. 
"There is no p ossibility of wo­ 
men being emp loyed in our com­ 
mercial m achines.” said Samuel A. 
Dismore, secretary of Im p erial Air­ 
ways. the chief BritLsh commercial 
airp lane comp any. 
"We will not 
emp loy even a man who has not 
flown for 1,000 hours, and to do .so 


he m ust either have served with 
the royal air force or be so wealthy 
as to nave acquired large airp lanes 
in which to Obtain the exp erience.”
